City Renews Contract with Waste Management 


A contract approved by the Romu- 
lus City Council on March 13 ensures 
that residents’ current waste-collection 
services will continue through the next 
18 months. 

Low-bidder Waste Management, 
which has been servicing the City of 
Romulus for 15 years, currently pro- 
vides curbside pickup of household and 
yard wastes as well as various recy- 
clable materials. 

Carey Weihmiller, municipal mar- 
keting representative for Waste Man- 
agement, attended the most recent 
Council meeting to answer questions 
about her company's proposal. Among 
the concerns she addressed was find- 
ing ways to promote more community 
participation in recycling. 

"Currently, only 50% to 60% of Rom- 
ulus residents are using our recycling 
services," she stated. "Our goal is to 
raise that level to 80% to 90%." 

_ Weihmiller identified a number of 
means that Waste Managementwill use 


to promote recycling, including the use 
of educational mailers and the imple- 
mentation ofa"Cash for Trash" program. 

"Cash for Trash has already proven 
to be an effective program in other com- 
munities," she explained. "Twice a year 
—in April, in recognition of Earth Week, 
and in November, in observance of 
America Recycles Week — Waste Man- 
agement will award two $50 prizes to 
randomly selected residents who use 
our recycling services and properly pre- 
pare their recyclable materials." 


Weihmiller will also work with local: 


schools to educate the community's 
youth about the importance of recycling. 
These coordinated efforts will feature 
the distribution of informational materi- 
als as well as tours of the company's 
Woodland Meadows landfill in Wayne. 

Residents who would like to begin 
recycling, but lack a proper bin, may 
contact the City of Romulus to receive 
one of 200 that Waste Managementhas 
agreed to donate. The company will 


also make a free bin available to new 
homeowners; just call 800-796-9696 to 
request one. 

Questions from Council members 
included Bill Crova's query about the 
possibility of extending Waste Manage- 
ment's yard-waste collection period to 
take advantage of the unseasonably 
mild weather that Michigan has recently 
experienced in the very late falland very 
early spring. Weihmiller assured Coun- 
cil that her company will be happy to 
work with the City to establish more 
flexible dates, with any additional costs 
figured by using the overall contract rate 
to calculate a weekly rate that can be 
levied as needed. (Currently, yard-waste 
pickup is scheduled to begin on April 3.) 

At the request of Councilman Bill 
Wadsworth, Weihmiller also promised 
to look into the possibility of adding 
cardboard waste, such as pizza and 
cereal boxes, to the list of items that are 
accepted for recycling. She noted that

The City's contract with Waste Man- 
agement will expire on June 30, 2010. 
Water & Sewer Bond Approved 

In other action taken during the 
March 13 meeting, Council approved a 
Water and Sewer Capital Improvement 
Bond to fund improvements (including 
water-main replacement) to thé City's 
water-supply and sewage-disposal sys- 
tem. The bond, which cannot exceed $7 
million, will be repaid with Water and 
Sewer Fund revenues. 
Brooks, Buckley No Longer with City 


Betsey Krampitz, Chief of Staff to 


Mayor Alan R. Lambert, confirmed Tues- 
day that Department of Public Works 
director Carl Brooks retired earlier this 
month, and that Department of Parks 


and Recreation director Herbert Buckley ~ 


is no longer with the City. 

Krampitz had no further comment 
on the departure of either department 
head, other than to note that employee 
issues are confidential. 

According to Krampitz, neither posi- 
tion will be immediately refilled. OHM — 
a regional provider of civil engineering, 
surveying, and computerized informa- 
tion system services — will be conduct- 
inganeeds assessment and presenting 


its recommendations to the City. 

In the meantime, DPW assistant 
director Richard Suiter and Recreation 
Programs coordinator Kristin Irwin will 


-oversee their respective departments.

File by May 16 

Residents interested in running for 
precinct delegate in the upcoming Au- 
gust primary election mustfile an affida- 
vit of identity with either the Romulus or 
Wayne County Clerk's Office no later 
than 4 p.m. on Tuesday, May 16. 

Potential candidates should note 
that they must be a resident of the 
precinct for which they are running, and 
may only receive votes from other resi- 
dents of that precinct. Supporting votes 
cast by residents of other precincts will 
not be counted. 

According to Romulus City Clerk 
Linda Choate, precinct delegates can 
win an election with just one vote.
